bids for the con­ 
struction of the new federal building 
in Gettysburg the contract could be 
let to 
A. 
B. 
Stannard and 
Com­ 
pany of New York City, the building 
to he of Indiana lim estone.but that if 
the people of the town were w illin g to 
wait another year marble would he 
used. 


Mr. Bsalee at once made a canvass 
of a number of the prominent citizen* 
of Gettysburg and found their opinion 
unanimous in favor of letting the con 
tract at once for 
an Indiana lim e 
stone building. He communicated this to 
Congressman 
Lafean this 
afternoon 
and A. B. Stannard and Company w ill 
be given the 
contract. 
Their 
bid 
was $99,000.00, fo ra lim estone struc­ 
ture or $97,000.00 for sandstone. 


Mr. Lafean 
was 
anxious 
that a 
marble structure should lie built but 
the matter of securing the necessary 
extra appropriation would take comtid- 
erahle tim e. Congress not considering 
such matters at this session

MASSAGE YOUR CROPS. 


Experim ents Abroad Show T h a t Plant* 
Lov* Elsotricity. 
There Is a field of wheat near Eve­ 
sham which is like no other field of 
wheat In England, says the Londou 
Graphic. 
Pp 
north, 
at Rnlinakewan. 
how­ 
ever, 
there Is a 
field of oats which 
looks very much like It. On both these 
fields there 
are rows of rough tele­ 
graph |*oles, aiwan seventy yards apart 
and some hundred yards between the 
rows. 
On the top of each [Mile Is an In­ 
sulator t**n times the size of those seen 
on ordinary telegraph poles. 
The in­ 
sulators carry 
the 
usual 
telegraph 
wire. and extended between the rows 
there are strands of thiu w-lre, fasten­ 
ed to the telegraph wire, about ten 
yards apart. 
Very soon there will l*e a difference, 
perfectly visible to the passerby, be­ 
tween the part of the crop w-hicb Is 
Im*Ionv the wires and the (tart which is 
not. 
The dlfferem-e Is due lo dis­ 
charges of electricity from the curious 
network. 
It *s connected to a wire 
which runs to a little slusl and from 
that shed to a dynamo at the farm. 
But It Is what hap|»cns in the little 
shed that m atters 
The current from 
the dynamo Is transformed to high 
tension and rectified by Sir Oliver 
le d g e s well known valves. They look 
rather like glass fire extinguishers, aud 
they glow In various tim s. 
There are about twenty one miles of 
wire on the induction coll. 
Although 
It is easy to produce iii the shed the 
lightings 
and 
cracklings 
associated 
with wireless telegraphy, nothing or­ 
dinarily hupiMMis but a slight sizzling 
and a 
much greater generation of 
ozone than is pleasant. 
The Held wires are kept running at

volts. 
Walking below the network barehead­

tore of alMiiit $500. 
To deal with sixty 
acres the expenditure would tie alsiut

Apparently what electrifica­ 
tion does Is to give the plants a kind 
of electrical massage 
That wna Sir 
oliver Lodge's phrase 
The discharges 
are not needed on fine, sunny days, 
but lu dull weather they I tke the place 
of sunshine 
Of <*ourse the whole problem of the 
nutrition of plant# la obscure 
It Is 
[•erfectly clear that this discharge of 
high tension electrlelty has done *<>•»** 
thing to th** crone treated, but what 
exactly Is In some doubt 
So far there I* no evidence of shtick 
cd plants suffering fioiu premature 
exhaustion due to overwork 
Indeed, 
there I* some reason for believing ttist 
the effe< f of electrify ath II I-* to gH'e 
the |»laut tone and go 
Au American worker has shown that 
electrical discharge* help the micro 
organisms of the soil. so electrification 
may lie doing something In that direr- 
lion too. 
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My parents were frontier people, and 
during an uprising of the Apache tribe 
their house was burned. 
It so hap­ 
pened that when the attack was made 
my father had gone east and my 
mother had left me asleep in my crib 
to have a chat with a neighbor. 
The 
Indians took me. a little chap but three 
years old, and the first my mother 
knew of the matter was seeing the 
light of her burning dwelling. 
Those 
who 
were with 
her dragged 
her, 
shrieking, to a point where protection 
was to lie had, and she never heard 
what had become of me. 
There seem­ 
ed to be no doubt, however, that I had 
perished either by a tomahawk or in 
the burning building. 
AH this came to my knowledge long 
afterward. 
Meanwhile I was taken 
care of by and wandered about with 
the Indians. 
When I grew older, not 
liking the treatment I received from 
them and having learned that I came 
from a different race, I ran away from 
them and appeared one evening at the 
campfire of some white men. 
I gained little If any improvement in 
my eomnanlonshlp. for I had struck a 
gang of men who lived by rascality, 
principally horse stealing. 
They suf­ 
fered me to remain with them, and, 
since I 
had not learned from the 
Apaches that an Indian ow-ed any In­ 
dulgence to the whites, It did not ap­ 
pear to me that these villains were 
very bad men. 
They asked me* how 
I came to be brought up by sav­ 
ages, but I was t*M» young when cap­ 
tured to remember much about It. 
There was a faint glimmer of mem­ 
ory of a painted savage bending over 
me and ray being carried, kicking and 
squalling, from a warm lied out into 
a cold night. 
We are made by our environment, 
especially our associates, and I became 
a horse thief. 
I was about fifteen 
when I joined the gang, and since I 
had learned many strategic meth«ids 
from the Indians they found me quite 
a valuable addition to their hand. 
I 
remained with them several months, 
when we were attacked by a vlgllanee 
committee. 
Some of us were captured 
and hanged, the rest escaping, I among 
the number. 
I drifted after this, picking up the 
Is*st living I could. The first language 
I had learned was Apache, so I spoke 
broken English and was usually inis- 
tak*»u for a foreign born youth. 
My 
antecedents did not conduce to my be­ 
ing considered trustworthy, and I was 
usually soon exalted from any settle 
meat I entered. 
I siwin forgot any re­ 
deeming traits that I had learned from 
the Indians, and I had never gained 
any such from my white associates. 
When I was about eighteen I got bl­ 
ether several young rascals alsiut my 
own age and organized them Into a 
baud of horse thieves, of which I ap- 
pointed myself the leader. 
We did 
"in Ii a thriving business that at last it 
I ices me necessary for the settlers liv­ 
ing In the region we Infested to hunt 
us down. 
A man we robbed got to­ 
gether a |Masse, armed with rlfieM, who 
followed and attacked us. killing one 
of my men and wounding myself and 
another, 
(lur captors would have hanged those 
of us they hadn't killed iu the fight, 
tint they were law abiding men and 
hadn't the heart to airing up wounded 
men. 
We two who had been winged 
they put on their horses, and we ail 
went 
hark 
to the settlement from 
whi* ti they had rome 
The priie I|wl man of the lot gave 
me his hor e and walked beside me 
fie asked Ute a number of questions 
aud wanted to kuow to what nation 
ality I belonged. 
I told him my accent 
•ame from the Apaches, by whom I 
had been brought up. Then he wished 
to know ail about my capture, and I 
told him all that I remembered, which 
was a faint vision of a painted Indian 
looking at me aud carrying me In bls 
arms 
My listener questioned me with 
a view to tindiug out what point I had 
boca taken from, but gained no satis- 
f sci iou in this respect. 
When we reached the settlement my 
questioner brought hi# wife to see me. 
md they both stood a short distance 
from me, laking at me and talking 
a Im hi t rue, the woman evidently much 
ifleeted. 
They went away aud after 
awhile came bark 
with a man to 
where we were sitting under guard 
and asked him to do something. 
He 
looked at us all, theu, pointing to me, 
"aid. “If any of them Is, that's the 
one.” 
The woman began to take on, heroin 
mg hysterical 
She looked wi«tfully 
at me urn! tried to come to me, but 
they wouldn’t jm rmlt her 
They made tests with a number of 
persons as they had with the first 
man. and the majority said that I 
l«M»kcd like one or the other of them 
Well, to shorteu a long atory, they 
finally told me they believed I was 
heir son. 
Tin* woman was more err 
ain about It than the man and Insist 
id on hugging me. 
The man made a 
Journey and brought back an A nile 
with him who Identified me as a lur 
mer member of his tribe aud told when 
sud where I buri been eaptured, prov­ 
ing conclusively that I wa# the son 
of the man aud woman who were in 
t e a t e d In un* 
The lives of all the gang were spared, 
and I wux taken In bund by my father 
aud mother, 
They made a respectable 
elflzeu of me, but they had a hard 
time doing it 
To a mother's toro I 
•we most of my reform. 


CLOTH IN THE MAKING. 


Th# Way tbs Unoouth Produet of tho 
Loom Is Pinishtd. 
Every woven fabric is made by 
crossing or Interlacing two distinct se­ 
ries of threads together. 
When the 
yarn comes from the spinner it is 
mounted upon the loom In spools, 
writes Rupert Bowers In H&rper’fl 
Weekly. 
So 
wonderfully 
automatic 
are these modern looms that when A 
bobbin Is emptied It is forced out end 
a full spool Is put In Its place without 
stopping the loom. There are all 
‘classes of looms for all classes of ma­ 
terial. from the thinnest fabrics up to 
the thickest felts. 
'PR attempt to de­ 
scribe one of them or the principles on 
which they are constructed would In­ 
volve the reader in a wilderness of 
technicalities 
The power loom is one 
of the most remarkable and complex 
of mechanical products, the growth of 
many years of experience and ingenui­ 
ty and the crystallization of the in­ 
ventive genius of many minds. 
The cloth In the shop window resem­ 
bles the cloth as It comes from the 
loom so remotely that there would 
seem to be uo relationship between 
them 
The first product of the loom 
is usually uncouth, harsh aud anything 
but Inviting iu appearance. 
It has to 
pass through many processes before it 
Is finished and made ready for the mar­ 
ket. 
It Is first mended so us to cor 
reet weaving faults as far as possible 
Then It is scoured aud thoroughly 
cleansed. 
Again it Is looked over aud 
mended before It passes to the fulling 
or milling machine which, with soap 
and fuller’s earth, produces the finish 
that Is required. 
Then it is scoured 
again. 
Tentering is the next process 
This 
sets the cloth at a satisfactory width 
and straightens it for lite operations 
that follow, the first of which is called 
raising. 
The millions of tiny books on 
th** gigging machine raise up the fibers 
on ihe surface of the cloth and leave 
them iu an upright (KMltlon 
The pile 
or lisp is the result. 
This produce a 
remarkable change In th* «|i|iearnnc** 
and condition of the fabric. 
Shearing 
is the next tiling 
This cuts off all the 
raised tila-rs. leaving them of a uni­ 
form length 
The required gloss and 
solidity are obtained by the pressing 
which follows.
